Nixon, sawmill proprietors, Belfast, 
for £120,000 for the looting and destruction 
of Glenfarne Hall, near Manorhamilton, their 
property, on various dates in 1922 and 1923. 

The claim set out that in addition to the 
destruction of the hall much property was 
taken away without the consent of the 
owners; and that the destruction, or taking 
away of the property, was committed by a 
person or persons who might be presumed 
to have been acting on behalf of a combina- 
tion for the overthrow of the late Provisional 
Government of the Free State. 


BEFORE THE DESTRUCTION. 

Mr. W. Jellett, K.C. (for the applicants) 
handed in photographs showing Glenfarne 
Hall before the destruction. There were 
eighteen rooms on the ground floor and seven- 
teen on the second. There were gardens and 
vineries, thirteen cottages, stables for thirty 
horses, a motor garage, two thousand acres, 
and there was a large amount of the finest 
timber, 520,000 feet being marketable. There 
were turbary and quarries on the estate and 
traces of coal and oil “not developed. ” 
purchase price was £18,000, of which £15,600 
was for the estate and £2,400 for the furnt- 


ture, 

Mr. Jellett went on to refer to the repairs 
carried out by his clients. £18,176 worth of 
machinery was installed for the purposes of 
the timber trade, ten miles of railway were 
constructed at a cost of £7,402. Including 
the purchase money, the applicants expended 
£39,242 on the property. There were also 
160 acres of tillage on the estate, and also a 
considerable number of cattle. 

‘ SWEPT OFF THE EARTH.” 

Mr. Jeilett, in conclusion, described the 
state of the surrounding country at the time, 
which showed, he said, that there was an un- 
lawful assembly, and all the elements neces- 
sary to bring the case within the statutes. 
The fact remained, he added, that the pro- 
perty had been swept off the earth as if it 
never existed at all. 

Mr. Lees gave evidence bearing out counsel 
regarding the destruction of the mansion and

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LIMERICK DOCK 
EXTENSION. 
ENGINEER'S PLANS 
APPROVED. 
a 


The plans of Mr. P. H. McCarthy, consult- 
ing engineer, for extending the Limerick 
docks at an estimated cost of £150,000, to 
be raised on a loan guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment, were discussed at a special meeting cf 
the Limerick Harbour Board. 

Mr. McCarthy described the plans in detail. 
Me stated that the. greatest width of the new 
dock extension was 455 feet, which would 
accommodate vessels of between four and five 
lundred feet long. The extension would be 
provided with jetties, one at the north and 
at the south side, The width of the 
entrance would be 70 feet, arid the depth 
24; feet, which was two feet more than 
the depth at the existing basin. For 
the present there would be no connecting 
massage between the new and the old dock, 
owing to the cost, which he estimated at 
£25,000. The walls of the extension would 
be of concrete, on a rock foundation, but for 
the entrance he proposed to use local stone, 
which was utilised in the entrance to the 
existing dock. 

In the course of a discussion on the plans, 
Mr. T. J. Loughrey urged that the timber 
trade, in which he was interested, was not 
adequately catered for. He added that he 
should look afier the interests of his own 
business, and for that purpose he thought 
that there should be a greater depth than 
244 feet in order to accommodate timber 
cargo vesesis, which had an average draft of 
26 or 27 feet. ! 

Mr. D. O'Dwyer and Mr. M. Doyle took a 
similar view. 

Mr. George A. Ryan, replying, said that 
im order to do what was suggested the 
Shannon should be deepened from Limerick, 
n distance of eighteen miles, which would 
involve an outlay of £1,000,000. 

The Harbour Master said thatthe greatest, 
draft of vessels carrying timber to the port 
did not exceed seventeen feet, and the new 
extension, would accommodate vessels up to 
twenty-four feet draft. 

When Mr. Loughrey suggested that the 
existing dock should be deepened, Mr. 
McCarthy said that that could not be done 
without imperilling the dock walls; and they 
were aware that several years ago part of the 
north wall of the dock collapsed. 

The Mayor pointed out that Mr. Loughrey, 
while doubting the ability of the Board to 
finance the proposed scheme, appeared to 
favour the more expensive scheme. 

The Secretary, Mr. Power, informed the 
meeting that the Board had proved to the 
Ministry's satisfaction that it was able to 
finance ‘this scheme of dock extension, and 
when they had ‘tenders invited the question 
of their ability to finance, at the same time, 
the construction of a railway line from the 
docks to the railway system could be con- 
sidered. 

On the motion of Alderman O'Flynn, 
seconded by Mr. Palton, it was decided to 
adopt the plan of the consulting engineer and 
to invite tenders for the work.

upon the subject Fa have dealt with, Whilst 
im the country I an opportunity of seeing 
many prominent men—ecclesiastics, statesmen, 
and leading men in education, professions, 
commerce, etc, They were resident in various 
ports of the country—Belgrade, Karkovie, 

‘ish, Slovenia, etc. 

To ‘any unprejudiced person the following 
facts are outstanding. First, there is the 
awful suffering through which the Serbian 
nation has passed. Comparatively few Western 
people have any exact idea of the brutal 
savagery with which these people have been 
treated. Massacre, starvation and disease 
have left permanent marks upon the race. 
Bishop Dositey, of Nish, brought me to an 
enclosure where 150 priests of the Orthodox 
Church had beem hanged daring the Great 
War. — He himself had been a prisoner in 
Bulgaria for three years, and worked in that 
country for that time as “No. 86.’’. As this 
was the treatment meted out to the ecclesias- 
tical leaders, one can readily surmise what 
the ordinary people received. As a result ot 
this there is an overwhelming desire for peace. 
If there ever was an aggressive spirit in that 
courftry, it has gone and left no trace. On 
every side there is the earnest desire to forget 
the things that are past and to make a happy 
and progressive country. Yet it would not be 
true to say that the spirit of the people is 
broken. 

On the contrary, they are still a proud and 
brave race, but they have learned from their 
sufferings that permanence and progress can- 
not be obtained through war and conquest. 
ae are now looking to the British Common- 
wealth of Nations for guidance and help, It 
Was very ner salty to hear expressions of 
extreme confidence in British justice and 
good-will, At Lubyliano (Slovenia), where I 
was entertained by the Governor (M. 
Ludofipec), the warmest friendship for the 
British Commonwealth was expressed—appre- 
ciation of the benefits which the country had 
received through the help of British states- 
men—and their intense desire that the ties 
of union may be drawn closer. 
The bearing of all this upon the present 
situation is obvious. The Serbians are in- 
tensely nervous—natnrally so; but it is im- 
possible to believe that they are not most 
anxious to avoid all occasion for quarrelling. 
Their desire to appeal to the League of 
Nations may reasonably be regarded as suffi- 
cient, proof of this; ad it is, to say the least, 
most regrettable that their request was not 
complied with. The situation is difficult and 
complex, ‘but informed public opinion in Great 
Britain will join in expressing the earnest 
hope that British statesmen will work 
earnestly and successfully for a settlement, 
which will give this sorely tried nation the 
longed-for opportunity to develop her resources 
in peace and security.—Yours, etc.,

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RAILWAYS, ROADS AND RATES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IKISH TIMES. 
Sir,—By your favour, I should like to 
draw public attention to the question of the 
Irish railways and their parlous position, due, 
first, to Government control and mis- 
management; secondly, to unfair 'bus com- 
petition; and, thirdly, to the excessive 
burden of local rates they are obliged to bear, 
largely the result of increased expenditure, 
necessarily incurred in the repair and main- 
tenance of the roads under a ruinous system 
of heavy traflic, for which they were never 
intended and can never be permanently 
adapted. The continuance of this system 
must inevitably speil destruction both to road 
and. rail, and to the best interests of the 
whole community. 
The problem of transit. is the same in the 
Free State as in Northern Ireland, and, had 
he Council of Ireland ever materialised, it 
jwould have been a most appropriate function 
f that body to deal with this. problem and 
solve it on equitable and economic lines. It 
S a question that transcends all boundary 
imitations and considerations, as is evidenced 
ny the faet that Lord Craigavon lately moved 
iis Parliament for a subsidy in favour of 
he Derry and Lough Swiliy Railway, which 
a Free State railway, but the maintenance 
f which he considered yital to the interests 
if the traders of the six counties, especial! 
f Derry and Belfast. The question of loca 
tes largely rvades the problem-—first, 
pesuee the railways are over-valued, having 
regard to their earning power; secondly, 
use the local rates they contribute are 
to subsidise their competitors, who pay 
practically no rates; and, thirdly, because 
the genera] public, as well as the railWays, 
age paying far more than they should pay in 
tes owing to the heavy and increasing 
mands for road repair. 

ir Thomas Wilson, in his annual report 
to' the Urban District of Bangor, made in 
19P5, declared that the heavy traffic on the 
roads within the urban district boundary 
cogt the ratepayers 2s. 11d. in the pound on 
their valuation, apart from the Road Fund 
grant, In a series of able letters which 
appeared some time ago in the Belfast news- 
papers Mr. H. C. Lawlor get forth some 
figgres which, he justly claims, put in a nut- 
shell the fact that the road motor industry 
is being heavily subsidised out of the rate- 
payers’ pockets, as against the railway in- 
dustry, which is actually being compelled to 
conpribute to the subsidy. In support of his 
argnment, he cites the cost. of road main- 
tenance, after deducting Road Fund grants, 
in |the Counties of Down, Antrim and 
Armagh, showing the abnormal increase 
between 1919 and 1926.. In Down this rate 
rose from ls. 11d. in the pound in 1919 to 
4s. 81d. in 1926; in Antrim, from 2s. Oid, in 
1919 to 4s. lOád. in 1926; and in Armagh, 
from is. 93d. in 1919 to ás. Sid. in 1926, 
In the last-named county, where the increase 
1s not so strongly marked, there have been 
recent complaints of the state of the roads. 
We learn from the same authority that the 
upkeep of the roads in the County Antrim 
cost £75,000 in 1919, but in 1926. £211,000. 
This was reduced by about £60,000 from the 
Road Fund; leaving £151,000 to be made 
good by the we “T3 while the heavy 
motors and lorries, which do ail the damage, 
contribute only about £12,600 in motor tax— 
that is to say, about 6 per cent. of the whole 
outlay. 
These figures fully sustain, as far as the 
County Antrim is concerned, the accuracy of 
Mr. McGilligan’s estimate of the contribu- 
tion of motor taxation to the upkeep of the 
roads as 29 per cent, of the entire cost; but 
they also show, what is more closely germane 
to the matter, that the heavy motor cars and 
"buses that do all the road damage pay only 
6 per cent. It is abundantly clear that the 
present situation bristles with unjust 
anomalies which call imperatively for removal 
if the economic welfare of the State 1s to be 
preserved,—Yours, etc., .

Sin,—May [ point. out that the real issue 
as regards the municipal and other authorised 
undertakers’ rights under this scheme is not 
the question i g compensation’ The quest-on 
rather is whether these undertakings are, 
first of all, to be forced to purchase electricity 
jrom the Shannon at a higher price than it 
can be generated by them with their existing 
plant; and, secondly, whether the distribu- 
tion of electricity is to be managed by the 
Government Electricity Board or by the erxist- | 
ing managements. ‘he latter is simply an 
issue between State and Lape 9 manage- 
ment, as to which is likely to be the more 
efficient and economical. This issue ought 
obviously to be decided by the next and not 
by this ii, The former, if carried, can 
only be described as an \unfair commercial 
transaction. 
I would venture to suggest to those senators 
and deputies opposing the scheme that, in 
view of the Government's mechanical majority 
in the Dail, they should concentrate. on 
forcing the Government to make a proper and 
full disclosure of the expenditure, estimates 
for the future, and technical schemes in 
detail. It is, of course, to be hoped that 
Captain Redmond’s excellent suggestion will 
be adopted, and that all parties in the Senate 
will combine to reject the bill and thus defer 
its consideration till the new Dail assembles. 
The measure should then take priority over 
all others, as undoubtedly the postponement 
of its consideration will cause some confusion 
and additional expense; but this will be « 
mere trifle compared with the loss that will 
be caused to the country if the measure is 
carried in its present aver tig om

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SINGING IN CHURCH. |

Your recent article on this subject 
was an encouragement to all who endeavour 
to arouse a new and intelligent interest in 
hymn-singing. Comparatively few choirs can 
give an anthem in such wise that the congre- 
gation is uplifted, but there is scarcely any 


be taken, egy po. Gye real beauty into 
its hymn-singing, “s as may move the 
heart in assuaging heaviness and tempering 
ire,” as Parker's '' Psalter,’’ of 1567, puts it. 

Tt is not sufficientl recognised that we 
have in our hymn-books some melodies that 
are among the best things in music. To make 
the best tunes familiar, and give them a 
worthy setting is a salient objective of our 
choral festivals. There the varying effects 
can be demonstrated to perfection—singing in 
unison, ergo 55: ar Ag singing, descant. This 
last is an old device revived, little known 
here, and there is no device in choral music 
that can yield so much beauty for so little 
trouble, Its aim is the embellishment of 
hymn-singing, and, like decoration in every 
art, it must not be overdone. The introduc- 
tion of any unfamiliar feature in Church 
music calls for tact and care. An occasional 
congregational practice will enable people to 
understand and appreciate this delightful 
addition to our hymn-singing. 

In Irish choirs the balance of voices for 
four-part singing is not always available. For 
singing deseants, one or two solo voices-arid a 
choir and congregation that can sing in 
unison are all that is needed. At the Dublin 
Choral Festival, to be held in Christ Church 
Cathedral on next Tuesday evening, there will 
be community singing for half an oer before 
Service, with examples of descant in familiar 
hymns. cee get | eg are cordially 
invited to attend, and help, or listen.—Yours, 
etc., Davin F. R. Wirson.

DUSTY ROADS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISII TIMES. 

Srr,—We arey all thinking, writing and 
talking about tourist development. To those 
who are contemplating a trip to the Medi- 
terranean, with a visit to Africa or Egypt, 
may I suggest that the incidentals of desert 
life can be obtained nearer home, cheaply and 
with but little fatigue? Greystones has been 
described as the gateway to the Garden of 
Ireland. Our local authorities naturally 
hesitate to sully such exquisite fantasy by 
anything so prosaic as a barrel of tar, 

As motor traffic expanded, thé treatment 
of ‘roads with tar or bitumen became univer- 
sally recognised as essential to the health and 
comfort of the community. From such pro- 
gressive action Greystones remains sacrosanct. 
Householder, visitor and tourist, as a vehicle 
passes or a zephyr blows, can thus experience 
all the elements of a sandstorm in the Sahara 
—excluding, of course, the camels. 

If, however, smarting eyes and unreacting 
nostrils are regarded with disfavour by some 
unimaginative adults, the authorities offer 
compensation to the young. A generous layer 
of high-class quality sand and gravel is being 
— upon the road surfaces. Thus every 
child awakes to find a beach, so to speak, 
ready made at its own doorstep. That the 
rates for the t year exceeded twelve 
shillings in the pound 1s of little moment; for 
Greystones can claim to rank with the famous 
Peddar's Way, East Anglia, and with the 
streets of Pompeii—cherished relics of by- 
gone highway engineering.

FISHING IN THE SLANEY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—My attention has been drawn to the 
report of an angler, who stated that he had 
seen forty dead trout in a pool in the Slaney 
about a mile from Rathmore Bridge, on the 
Tullow side. It seems to me that this has 
been a i case of mistaken identity, 
because the fish referred to were not trout, 
but herrings. I am informed on good 
authority that, about six weeks ago, these 
herrings were shovelled into the River Slaney 
from a fish-seller’s lorry from the bridge. I 
understand that the reason for the transfer 
of these fish to the River Slaney was that 
they had begun to groan for burial. Soon 
after the transfer to the river I saw several 
hundreds of these herrings in a pool below 
the bridge, and they may still be seen in deep 
pools for miles south. It is, therefore, evident 
that this has not been a case of fish poisoning. 

The shortage of fish caught for the past 
fortnight was not altogether due to the 
scarcity of fish in the river, as large numbers 
of fish had been taken in the month of March 
and on odd days since. Forty years ago trout 
were far more plentiful, but since then 
fungoid diseases, cormorants and others have 
played havoc with the fish; and consequently 
a scheme for the re-stocking of the River 
Slaney with trout is highly desirable and 
necessary.—Yours, etc,, .

Mr. Nicholson takes this unromantic 
view to be absolutely prayen in the case of 
a considerable number ‘of: our best known 
songsters, including the song-thrush and 
missel-thrush, the robin and wren, all the 
warbler. family, the chaáinch,; the lark, 
and the various buntings—-aiso, appa- 
rently, the nightjar, woodcock and snipe 
(since these must be accounted: practical 
songstérs, however little we may associate 
their curious performances with our ideas 
of s ). He is not, however, inclined 
to admit it as correct in the case of more 
subdued singers likemthe swallow, the 
linnet, the goldfinch and that bewildering 
mimic, the starling. As all these birds 
ate more .or less sociable through the 
breeding season, and make their nests, if 
not in actual communities, at any rate 
within short distances of one another, Mr. 
Nicholson does. not thihk that they claim 
any individual rights over territory; and 
he suggests that their rather imperfect 
attempts at song—to which he applies the 
term “' sub-song’’—may originate in the 
mere joie de vivre. 

There is, it must. be ackriowledged, 
something to console us for the loss of 
our old poetical estimate of the meaning 
of song proper in this estimaté of ““sub- 
son” as an outflow of the bird’s own 
sense of the happiness of life. It is, no 
doubt, aw interpretation that most of us 
would more readily placé on the joyous 
outpouring of the lark on high than on 
the lesser -twitterings that come so 
frequently from the city chimney-tops. 
Mr. Nicholson, however, strikes a pleasant 
note in this reminder that bird-life. is 
really happy. In reading his pages one 
cannot but sometimes feel the need of 
assurances on this point. The life of 
every bird seems so beset with perils, and 
the death-rate so tremendous—from over- 
competition in winter among our residents, 
from storms or fogs at sea among those 
that migrate—that the question “‘Is such 
a life worth living?’’ must sometimes 
suggest itself to the tender-hearted (and, 
as Mr. Nicholson would say, anthropo- 
logically-minded) reader of “‘How Birds 
Live.”’ 

On one point in connection with the 
troubles of bird-life we are glad to see that 
Mr. Nicholson gives an emphatic judg- 
ment. It would be no act of friendship 
to our little birds to. destroy the hawks, 
or other birds of prey, that live in their 
neighbourhood and take daily a certain 
number of their lives. It is really all the 
better for the little creatures that some 
of them do fall victims to hawks. ‘‘ When 
sO many more are hatched than can pos- 
sibly live the bird of prey is a useful 
institution. He provides a sudden and 
comparatively desirable form of death for 
a great many which, by surviving, would 
cause themselves and the others a great 
deal of misery, either by disease or by 
partial starvation.’’ It must be remem- 
bered that the hawk is not, like man, an 
uneconomi destroyer of bird-life. Its 
instinct me ‘s it a strict preserver of its 
own food supply, and the number of 
birds killed by it every year within its 
own territory—from which it will 
jealously keep other hawks away—will 
be well within the margin that the terri- 
tory can spare. Mr. Nicholson makes out 
a strong case against the systematic 
destruction, sometimes advocated, of our 
native birds of prey. Man’s work, of 
destruction is, unfortunately, of a quite 
different kind from the hawk’s, being 
absolutely wasteful, and tending too often 
to the utter extermination of the species 
which he assails.

MR. BODKIN’S NEW BOOK. 


IR “The Approach .to Painting” Mr. 

Thomas Bodkin has produced a 
volume which should prove of the utmost 
value to all who wish to appreciate and 
understand the best in the art of every 
period. <A trustee of the National Gallery 
of Ireland, Mr. Bodkin has devoted many 
years to the study of pictures, and writes 
with a freedom from prejudice that is 
almost impossible to the painter whose 
energies have been devoted to the task of 
producing them. 

In his introduction he insists upon the 
fact that pictorial art is the only uni- 
versal language. The writings of the 
ancient Egyptians and. Chinese were 
entirely pictorial, and, therefore, easily 
intelligible. Art is limited only by ex- 
perience. That of the primitive savage is 
a very simple record, widely different from 
the complex problems to be found on the 
canvases of the extreme modernists. There 
is no doubt that the aim of almost every 
painter is to reproduce his idea of beauty. 
The impossibility of standardising beauty 
is apparent from the study of the works 


people are in complete accord as to its 
characteristics. Durer spoke but the truth 
when he declared: ' What beauty really 
is, that I know not. No one can judge 
beauty but God.’’ 

That a sordid or ugly subject can be 
rendered into a thing of beauty by the 
genius of a great painter has been proved 
many times. Appreciation of beauty, like 
other things. depends upon the point of 
view. Here the painter, more than any 
other, has it in his power to educate and 
uplift the public. His message is 
delivered in a language understood by all, 
and lives after he himself has been 
forgotten. 

Mr. Bodkin’s book, however, is not a 
philosophical treatise on the problems of 
vesthetics, but a real aid to the apprecia- 
tion of painting. The five chapters com- 
prising Part I. show the different ways 
in Which pictures may be approached. 
The titles of these chapters give a fair 
idea of their contents. The fifth, in par- 
ticular, should be of immense help to 
these who wish to make a serious study 
of the appreciation of painting. Part IT., 
entitled “ Some Pictures Approached,’’ 
gives a brief discourse on some of the 
world’s greatest masterpieces, touching on 
the lives of the artists, the conditions 
under which each was painted, and the 
great historical events of the period 
by which the mind of the painter was 
influenced. 

That all artists: are dominated by their 
nationality even the most casual visitor to 
any picture gallery must notice for him- 
self. This is not so much due to geographical 
or climatic conditions as to the influence 
of the public spirit of the time and place. 
Readers of Mr. Bodkin’s pages will find 
all these matters. fully discussed. A more 
valuable book to place in the hands of art 
students it would be difficult to find, while 
its admirable style and well-balanced judg- 
ment make it refreshing reading for the 
whole educated public. 

The twenty-three plates are well chosen 
to illustrate the points which the author 
wishes to bring home.

A MAID OF HONOUR. 
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HEN Lady Ponsonby was twenty she 
went to visit her uncle, General 
Grey, who was private secretary to Queen 
Victoria,, at. Norman... Tower, Windsor 
Castle. The Queen took an immediate 
fancy to her, and in 1855 appointed her 
one of her Maids of Honour. In 1861 she 
married Henry Ponsonby, who afterwards 
succeeded General Grey as private secre- 
tary, and it was at Norman Tower that 
her children were brought up. Their 
mother played the principal part in their 
education. She was decidedly unlike the 
usual type of courtier, and it was because 
of her fearless and original mind, and 
even for her unconventional opinions, that 
she was so much liked by the Queen. She 
did not find Court life dull—probably no 
society would have seemed dull to her— 
and this selection of her letters is ex- 
tremely vivacious and not less entertaining 
for being free from malicious gossip. The 
Princess Victoria, afterwards German 
Empress, was one of her intimate friends. 

“The Princess Royal was bitterly sorry 
to leave Wngland and Windsor; the diffi- 
culty of restraining her English feelings 
went on all her life. Small things got 
on her nerves, like German boots, the want 
of baths, the thin silver plate, and the 
terrible amount of etiquette. She wanted 
dreadfully to love her husband’s country 
and to get over her prejudices, but she 
always kept her love for England.”’ 

Lady Ponsonby’s interest in social and 
literary questions, and the value which 
was set on her judgment, brought her the 
friendship of some of the most notable 
people of the time. Fifty years ago she 
wrote of Mr. Balfour:—‘‘ Upon further 
acquaintance I liked all my friends in 
different ways. Mr. Balfour I think the 
cleverest, but he does not give himself 
the trouble to know one exists half the 
time, and there is no affectation of any 
sort in him; but when he rouses himself 
to say anything deliberatel}he expresses 
himself more clearly and f than 
most people. It is ill-health that) makes 
him languid and limp—but he has 
conquered it to a great degree and never 
wastes his strength on things that are not 
worth it.” At this time Mr. Balfour was 
greatly interested in spiritualism, and 
thought that “the weight of evidence 
seems to be in favour of some of the 
spiritualist assertions.’’

HE.“ long. old road ' was the way by, 
4 which Buddhism came to China, and 
it primarily was to study early Buddhist 
art along this route that Mr. Warner was 
sent by the Oriental Department at 
Harvard in 1924. His trip had been in- 
tended as a sort of scouting expedition to 
prepare the way for a more elaborate 
party, which would photograph wall- 
paintings and secure objects for the 
university museum. As it happened, a 
great transformation took place soon after 
his return. The attitude of the popula- 
tion, even in the remote interior of the 
country, had become hostile to foreigners, 
and it is doubtful, he thinks, if conditions 
there will be favourable to the “ peaceful 
trade of archwology ' for many years to 
come. This makes the record of Mr. 
Warner's first journey all the more 
interesting, especially as it is not so much 
a scientific report as an account of “ the 
people on the way, the windy days, the 
hills and animals,’’ 

Field-Marshal Wu _ Pei-fu, then the 
“ super-Tuchun,’’ received the travellers 
very® pleasantly and invited them to 
dinner. ‘Still opening letters and 
occasionally signing a document or giving 
a short order over his shoulder to his 
orderly, he talked about archeology and 
about paintings, getting up to point out a 
picture in grey ink which hung on the. 
wall. It showed a dead plum tree stump 
from which a few live switches in bud had 
sprung up. This he said he loved, 
because it was the symbol of New China.” 
Wu Pei-fu sent a guard of ten with them 
for a part of the road to Sian, capital of 
Shensi Province, and five times capital 
of China. 

‘This was the city which in the Golden 
Age of, Tang received tribute from Korea 
and Persia and the little. Luchus, from 
the Byzantine court and from the 
countries to the North and West. There 
was coming and going from Tibet and 
the Punjab. Here it was that 
Tai Tsung, the prince, with his sister on 
horseback at his side, began the raids that 
made China once more an empire—the 
Middle Kingdom-—and started those two 
centuries of glorious history which she has 
not equalled since.’’ There were few traces 
of past glories here or at Edzina, the city 
of Marco Polo. Mr. Warner's pre- 
dominant impression seems to have been 
that in the China of to-day “everything 
that is really admirable and delicate is 
being ploughed under by a people hard 
pressed for bread.” Bandits were plenti- 
ful, and the travellers encountered many 
dangers, but the. troubles EA were to 
spread throughout China within a few 
months came with surprising swiftness. 
Myr. Warner is among -those who are 
sceptical of ‘the present-day value of 
Chinese civilisation hd philosophy: 
‘That there may be Chinese philosophers 
I cannot deny, the less so because I have 
never met one; but the ancient civilisation 
Is now dead; and in China is seldom 
found that true content. which is the 
supreme test of civilisation’s validity.”’

BELFAST, Thursday Night. 


HE Parliament of Northern Iveland 
reassembled after the Master recess, 
on Tuesday afternoon, when the principal 
business was the consideration of the esti- 
mates for the maintenance of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, the total amount re- 
quired being £771,242 for the current 
financial year. Sir Dawson Bates, the 
Minister of Home Affairs, endeavoured tu 
justify his impositiom of £36,000 on the 
citizens of Belfast for police whom they 
neither want nor require. He did not. 
succeed. Sir Dawson admitted that tire 
was no more law-abiding part of His 
Majesty’s Dominions than the Northern 
province, Belfast being almost crimeless, yet 
the Minister insists on burdening the rate- 
payers with the cost of 275 men over and 
above the number officially declared to be 
necessary as the free quota—the force con- 
sidered to be sufficient for all normal 
purposes. The Corporation has protested 
time after time against ‘‘dumping”’ police 
into the city, particularly as Derry and 
the counties have not received their full 
quota; but the Minister is adamant, and 
snubbed even the Lord Mayor because he 
expressed his opinion that Belfast was 
being unfairly treated. Sir Dawson hints 
that something dreadful would happen if 
the force were reduced in Belfast. 


SEVERE CRITICISMS, 


The Minister of Home Affairs was 
severely criticised, even by those on his 
own side of the House, for the position 
he has taken up, one member stating that 
he deserved most of it, as hé did not 
suppress the Corporation when asked -to do 
so by a great many people. Mr, Arthur 
Black, B.L., who is standing counsel 
for the Corporation, was particularly 
outspoken in condemnation. He con- 
troverted Sir Dawson’s arguments, and 
insisted that Belfast was unfairly treated, 
pointing out that no one could pretend 
that there was any lawlessness in the city 
or that there was any need for a special 
police force. Mr. Black referred to tha 
injustice of making an additional charge 
on Belfast for unnecessary police while 
other portions of Northern Ireland had 
not even their free quota, and suggested &A 
re-arrangement so that there would be no 
surplus in any area, but a force represent- 
ing the normal requirements of each. He 
suggested that there should be a méeting of 
police, civic and county authorities to 
consider the whole subject with the view 
of arriving at a satisfactory decision, and 
his arguments made such a profound im 
pression on both sides of the House that 
the intervention of the Prime Minister 
was required to balance up the situation.

PROBLEMS OF LIFE. 
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STREETER'S 
‘‘ Reality,’’ though it deals with 
many of the difficult problems of 
philosophy, science and theology, may be 
commended confidently to readers who 
have no special training in those subjects. 
There are very few books, indeed, dealing 
with ultimate problems which are at once 
so masterly in their grasp, so clear and 
even, sparkling in treatment, and, at the 
same time, so intelligible to the general 
reader. anor Streeter possesses the rare 
gift of bringing philosophy from “the 
clouds, and he has a peculiar aptitude for 
illustrative and helpful comparisons. 

The problems to which he addresses him- 
self are those forced on us by the universe 
in which we live. “ Are we to think of It 
as alive or dead? If alive, what is It 
after ? Then comes the fact of 
evil, ever forcing us to face the practical 
question: Is there any way in which I 
personally can overcome, and help. others 
to overcome, the suffering and the wrong 7” 

The thesis of materialistic science, that 
all a8 but mechanism,’ that freedom, 
thought, love, and evil are but illusion, is 
examined by Dr. Streeter and disposed of 
convincingly. Yet, if materialism.is given 
up, then we must recognise that life, as 
fully conscious and personal as we know 
it in man, is “ the fundamental element 
in reality.’’ This hypothesis also is most 
convincingly elaborated. Further, this 
supreme life-force, the ultimate reality, 
must be more than bare intellect and 
power. There must be in it the will to 
good. It must be. creative love. -‘‘It is 
the fundamental contention of this book,” 
says its author, ‘‘ that life, as we know 
it is a mirror of the Infinite Life.” If 
man’s life at its worthiest is motived by 
the will to good, so too must be the Life 
that we call God. 

At this point Canon Streeter devotes a 
beautiful ag Srí to the supreme human 
personality, Jesus Christ, in Whom was 
embodied most perfectly the principle of 
creative love; and he argues that God 
must be as good as Christ, or else man is 
nobler than his Creator.

THE PLANETS :— 

Mercury will be in Su 1 
the 20th. Before that date he will be still a 
morning star, and an evening star after it. 
He will not. be a naked eye object this month, 
but will become so early in June. He will be 
in conjunctiofwith the Moon, then just over 
a day old, on the 3lst. A sharp eye is some- 
times able to detect the fine crescent of the 
Moon one-day after new at this time of year. 
The observation should have some little im- 
portance on this occasion, according as the 
observer. is able to detect the Moon, the 
planet, or both. Mercury will be 2° north 
of the Moon. 

Venus is rapidly gaining in splendour and 
setting later, . At the end of the month she 
rémains above the horizon till within near! 
half an hour of midnight. Her disc is still 
pido, not reaching the half-moon phase till 
July Ist. At the end of the month she is 
rapidly overtaking Mars, in the constellation 
Gemini, and the changing figures formed b 
the two planets with Castor and Pollux will 
almost suggest a new constellation. Mars is 
in Gemim, as above described; only to be 
distinguished from a first magnitude star by 
bis colour, He is in a line with Castor an 
Pollux about the 3lst. Jupiter is still rising 
in the small hours., He is in the constellation 
Pisces, not far from the first point of the 
sign Aries, and anly just south of the Equator, 
which he crosses im the early days of July, 
to re-cross it on the dist, temporarily, com- 
mencing the backward movement which con- 
tinues till after his Opposition in Septemher.

The advantages. which the expert eye of 
Si. G. B. Hunter saw in the yard’s situation— 
cheapness of rent and general facilities-——still 
remain, All that ‘s needed is the enterprise 
to ntilise them. The launching facilities are 
unrivalled, and have always been the subject 
of admiration by experienced shipbuilders. 
The rent is regarded as little more than nomi- 
nal for a yard of its size. Quite a colony of 
workmen's dwellings were run up within a 
few minules’ walk of the entrance as part 
of an indication of Messrs. Swan Hunter's 
intention to remain permanently associated 
with the venture,

NEW DIESEL ENGINE 
INSTALLED. 

That the installation of the 840 brake 
horse power Diesel engine at the Pembroke 
Electricity Supply Works will enable the 
Council to distribute electricity to its con- 
sumers at under 1d. ner unit, was the state. 
ment made by Mr. Price, Engineer, at the 
official opening yesterday of the new Diesel 
engine, which was started by Mr. James 
Maguire, Chairman of the Electricity Com- 
mittee of the Pembroke Urban District Coun- 
cil. The engine was installed at a cost of 
£12,000. 

GROWTH OF UNDERTAKING. 

It was explained that these works were 
started in 1900, with a capacity of 300 kilo- 
waits, and that at the end of the first year 
there were only 81 customers for electric 


‘light * and the total kilowat demand was 60, 


In 1907 the plant was extended by a 300 
kilowat steam set, and in 1913 the first 200 
kilowat Diesel generating set was installed. 
In 1915 the second 200 Diesel generating set 
Hi put in, bringing tae total capacity up to 

In 1925 two 250 kilowats rotary converters 
were installed for the purpose oí linking up 
with the city for reasons of flexibility. The 
third Diese) generating set was then started 
with a capacity of 590 kilowats~bringing the 
total capacity of the station—apart from the 
rotary converter—to 1,400 kilowats. 

At. the end of 1926 (the last published 
figures), 138.298 lamps were installed, repre- 
senting 5,907 consumers. The maximum de- 
mand last winter on the plant was 1,025 
kilowats, which showed that the whole of 
their plant was running through load, with- 
out a single unit of stand-by. Hence the 
necessity for the present insiallation. 

Great economies are looked for as a result 
of this type of engine, which is the largest 
Prime mover in Ireland of its type, and as 
such is looked forward to as a contributory 
help to the ratepayers. It is only by having 
such an economic oil engine that electricity 
can be generated at a cost as cheap, or 
cheaper, than can be supplied by bulk supply 
from larger generating stations. : 

Mr. J, W. Brittain, Chairman, stated that

DISEASE. 
SLAUGHTER OF CATTLE 
AT ENGLISH PORTS 
IRISH TRADERS SEEK 
COMPENSATION,

A largely attended meeting of the National 
Executive of the Irish Live Stock Trade was 
held yesterday in the City Arms Hotel, 
Dublin, ta consider whag steps should te 
taken in view of the highly unsatisfactory 
attitude of the Irish Free State Minister »/f 
Agriculture to the subject of compensation 
for the destraction of Irish cattle at English 


ports. 

Mr. John Cassidy, Chairman of the 
National Kxecutive, presided. 

Mr. John F. MacAvin, Secretary. said that 
he had received a letter from the Monaghan 
County Committee of Agriculture asking fcr 
the withdrawal of the Order regarding the 
slaughter of Irish cattle at Knglish ports. 

Mr. C. Crowley, Cork, pointed out that 
in the autwon of 1920, the Free State 
Govervmeut had come to an arrangeme;)) 
with the British Government, relieving the 
British Goveinment of responsibility for the 
slaughter of cattle at English wharves, In 
April, 1923, the siiuation was explained to 
the Irish Ministry oí Agriculture by a 
deputation, who ‘mpressed upon him the 
necessity of taking steps to have the matter 
remedied. Im November, 1923, certain cattle 
were “held up" at Merklands, and since than 
the owners had not been compensated, Cattle 
traders were now carrying on their business 
with a sword of Damocles hanging over their 
heads. 

enator Counthan said that the deputation 
appointed at the last meeting of the associa- 
tion had not had an opportunity of inter- 
viewing the Minister for Agriculture, 
but he personally had brought the 
matier before aim. The Minister's 
cpinion was that neither the Free State 
nor the Northern Government could inter- 
fere in regard to compensating live stock 
traders. whose cattle had been slaughtered 
during previous outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease at landing places in Britain. Until 
the British Government consented to pay 
for the cattle slaughtered at Birkenhead, the 
trade would have to devise some other means 
of dealing with those losses. It was an 
extraordinary state of affairs, and he was 
afraid that approaching the Ministries would 
have little effect, so long as the three Go- 
vernments maintained their present attitude. 
He could not see why the Government, if 
it wished to facilitate trade, should not 
accept the responsibility of compensation. 
The cattle trade at the moment was in a 
very precarious position, and there should 
be a strong protest from the meeting, tn 
order to remove the menace from which the 
trade was suffering. 

A SERIOUS MATTER. 

Senator O'Connor said that it was unjust 
that the Government shonld allow these 
cattle to be slaughtered. It was one of the 
most glaring cases of a Government’s: not 
dealing fairly and justly with the staple 
industry of the country. Two or three months 
ago he brought the matter saxmnnalty Shaol 
the Minister for Agriculture for Northern 
Ireland, and pointed out that the total! value 
of the cattle slaughtered at Merklands was 
£5,000, «a sum which, thongh small 
in itself, meant -a lot to com- 
paratively poor men. The present 
state of uncertainty was a serious matter for 
the industry, and it caused a feeling that its 
interests were being neglected. This state of 
uncertainty could not be a'lowed to continue. 
They claimed that the Governments of 
Northern Ireland andthe Lrish Free State 
should bring this matter to a head with the 
British Government and ascertain where 
responsibility was to be fixed. Mr. Archdale 
replied subsequently, slating that, having 
carefully considered the matter, he was afraid 
that the Government could not accede to his 
request for compensation. 

Senator O'Connor went on to say that he 
thought that the representatives of the cattle 
trade shou'd not stand on any more cere- 
mony, and that extreme steps should be 
taken to bring this matter to an issue, be- 
cause it was entirely below the standard of 
fair play. They were in the position of 
demanding that where these cattle were 
siaughtered in the public interest they should 
be paid for out of the public purse. It was 
put up to them at one time that there should 
be a scheme of insurance, He thought that 
this was entirely out of place. It was not 
fair to ask people to pav insurance for a 
Government that was already supported by 
the taxes of the country.. This was the 
Government’s business, and thev should not 
hesitate for a moment to pay the owners af 
these cattle. It was the store cattle exporters 
who suffered most by the present arrange- 
ment, as fat cattle were exported for 
slaughter. It was his opinion thet wi 
action were taken by some responsible body. 
no court of law in the British Dominions or 
in the Irish Free State would refuse to com- 
pensate these people. 

BRITISH GOVERNMENT TO BLAME. 

Mr. P. Leonard, T.D., asked against whom 
were they to take action. The conditions 
under which Irish cattle were ‘‘held up” 
were that they were fed on hay from in- 
fected cattle, and that they were inspected 
by an infected veterinary surgeon. The 
J;nglian Government would point-blank deny 
this if they took action. But if they could 
prove these things they would have an un- 
answerable case. There was no possible 
doubt that, in equity. compensation should 
be paid for these cattle; but>the loss was 
not caused by either the Free State or the 
Northern Ireland Government. It was caused 
by the British Government, and that Go- 
vernment refused to admit liability. One 
way of dealing with it was by way of 
ex gratia grants, and the total actwal cash 
loss to be met on behalf of Free State cattle 
owners was under £2,000. 

As to the future, he thought that the 
Minister of Agriculture for the Free Staite 
should accept responsibility for any Free 
State cattle slaughtered during the ten-hour 
detention ‘period. , 

Mr. John Dwyer, T.D. (Offaly). agreed 
that some drastic action should be taken if 
they did not get satisfaction in the matter. 

Mr. Nolan, T.D.. promised to do whatever 
ae news to push forward the matter in the 

R'i, 

Mr. John P. Cuffe felt that the question of 
compensation was a standing joke. In this 
matter they had not heen taken seriously, It 
was the Frea State Government thet should 
make provision for the future of the Trish 
cattle trade. They wanted legislation in 
their own country for cattle landed in Great 
Britain, so that Irishmen would be compen- 
sated for the. loss of cattle slaughtered at 
foreign héan sth v in consequence of an eutbrea!; 
nf foot-and-méuth. disease in England, The 
facts were that the Irish cattle trade would 
have to make itself felt with the Govern- 
ment, and it would have to insist upon legis- 
lation being hrought in io remedy the matter. 

Mr John Leonard (Drumree) thought that 
the only way to deal with this problem wes 
by an ex gratia grant from the Government. 
As to the future, he did not think that they 
could ask the Free State -Government to 
undertake responsibility for payment for 
cattle slaughtered in foreign wharves in 
Britain when there was ho disease in the 
Free State. 

Mr. C. Crowley favoured an ea gretia grant. 

After further discussion, it was decided to 
have the matter raised in the Dail by Messra, 
Leonard, Dwyer and Nolan, and in the te 
by Messrs. O'Connor end Counthan. 

The question of heavy freight charges was 
also discussed, and it was resolved to have 
the matter dealt with in the Senate

Having seen service with other 
vessels, Captain Beadnell joined the R.N.R. 
as midshipman, and recently. retired 
us a Captain in the Reserve. He served 
three months as fourth officer in the 
Majestic, and afterwards became second officer 
in the Coptic. During the Great War he 
was employed transporting troops.

Judgment was delivered oniKcatiag by 
the Supreme Court of the Free State 
on an issue of great moment. Last 
November Mr. Ambrose Aliaga Kelly, a 
Dublin wine merchant, was forced to 
seek the protection of the Bankruptcy 
Court, which was duly granted. Shortly 
afterwards the Free State Kerenue Com- 
missioners issued certificates under the 
Finance Act of 1923, and instructed the 
sub-sheriff to seize the entire assets of 
the debtor, in order that a. claim for in- 
come tax to the amomht of £1,268 19s. 4d 
might be met. Mr. Kelly applied for an 
order restraining the sub-sheriff from 
further action in the matter; but this 
application was refused by Mr. Justice 
Johnston, who ruled that the Revenue 
Commissioners had a -prerogative of 
priority, and that the protection of ‘the 
Court did not apply to their claim for 
income tax. The debtor then appealed to 
the Supreme Court, with the result that 
an order was made restraining the sub- 
sheriff pending the hearing of the case. 
The Court now has decided unanimously 
that the Revenue Commissioneers had not 
the jurisdiction in law which they exer- 
cised, and that, in putting the sub-sheriff 
in possession of Mr. Kelly’s assets; they 
exceeded their statutory rights. It has 
allowed the appeal, and has discharged 
Mr. Justice Johnston’s judgment’ with 
costs, thus establishing finally the prin- 
ciple that the protection of the Courts 
covers: every class of debt, Income tax is an 
ordinary liability, and the Revenue Com- 
missioners, despite the wide powers which 
were conferred on them by the Finance 
Act of 1923, must be treated as every 
other creditor in the division ofa debtor's 
assets. 
This judgment is of the greatest public 
importance, inasmuch as it vindicates the 
rights of the citizen in the Irish Free 
State. The Finance Act of 1923 was passed 
into law for a specific purpose. Income 
tax arrears had accumulated during the 
civil disturbances in the country, and it 
was felt that exceptional legislation was 
required to ensure their early collection. 
Under this Act the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, undoubtedly, were granted far- 
reaching powers; but they never had a 
title to over-ride the Bankruptcy Act or 
to deprive the citizen of that legal protec- 
tion which is one of his most valuable 
rights as a British subject. We fear that 
the Free State Government, not only 
through the medium of the income tax de- 
partment, but also in many other ways, 
has been allowing itself to under-estimate 
the rights and privileges of the people. Some 
Ministers seem to have become obsessed 
with the idea of the State's infallibility, 
and to hold the @angérously false view 
that the individual exists merely to be 
tuled. One of the principal guarantees 
of civic liberty is the independence of the 
Courts. Yesterday’s decision has served to 
remind officialdom that it cannot do as it 
likes in this country, and, for that reason 
alone, it will be welcomed by everybody 
who has the interests of the State at 
heart. Such a reminder at times is a use- 
ful thing when a Government with a well- 
regimented majority is in power. It acts 
as a brake on bureaucratic presumption, 
and assures the individual of the protec- 
tion of the lar. 

Attention has been drawn recently to 
another way in. which the rights of the 
citizen are being disregarded by the Free 
State Government. Mr. Thomas Johnson, 
Leader of the Labour Party in Dáil 
Eireann, has protested against the grow- 
ing tendency. of the Government to force 
legislation through the Oircachtas without 
adequate. discussion, aud, in support of 
his contention, has cited the fact that in 
four years no fewer than 199 Acts have 
becn passed into law. Some of these Acts 
have been good, Few, either good or bad, : 
however, have received that calm, un- 
hurfied’ consideration which is essential | 
to,all proper. lawsmaking. - Here, again,

A Case for Gratitude, 


Our God and soldier we alike adore 

When at. the brink of ruin, not. before, 

After deliverance both alike requited— 

Our God forgotten and our soldiers slighted. 

On the whole, one part, at least, of the 
old satirist’s censure has ceased to be true. 
In former times—after Marlborough’s and 
Wellington’s campaigns, and even after 
the Crimean War—England was careless 
of the. men who had fought her 
battles. Often shattered in health, 
and mutilated by the crude’ ‘surgery 
of the days before Lister, her soldiers 
were, thrown penniless. upon the world. 
Eighteenth century literature. is. full of 
sad pictures of these broken men; and 
very few “fell on their feet,” like 
Corporal Trim. The reproach began to 
be removed after the South African War, 


survived the greatest of all wars. For two 
reasons—because civilisation has developed 
a livelier social conscience, and because in 
the Great War the mass of Englishmen 
themselves were soldiers, not mere 
spectators of mercenary valour—the whole 
nation, after that war, acknowledged 
and paid its debt to the ex-Service 
men. Wounded men were brought 
back to health by all the resources of 
medical science, and noble institu- 
tions, like St. Dunstan's, have helped 
the most sorely stricken to resume the 
tasks of civil life. The State has found 
work for hundreds of thousands of ex- 
Service men; employers of labour every- 
where have recognised their special claims ; 
many societies have undertaken the care 
of their dependents where sugh care is 
needed. In the Irish Free State the ex- 
Service man’s lot is less fortunate. It is 
true that, to a. large extent, he has 
benefited by the British machinery of 
assistance ; yet he is handicapped heavily 
by two things—the paucity of employment 
in the Free State, as compared with Great 
Britain, and—also as compared with Great 
Britain—the lack of a special good-will: 
among employers. There are hundreds of 
ex-Service men in the Free State who 
cannot find work ; misery and often illness 
inhabit their little homes. The plight of 
many of them would be evén worse than 
it is but for the efforts of the Irish Branch 
of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society, 
whose annual meeting we report to-day. 
It is the only body in these islands that 
deals with the cases, not merely of ex- 
soldiers of the Great War, but of the ex- 
soldiers of former wars—men for whom 
advancing years have increased the woes 
of poverty. The Society gives grants to 
the sick, supplies clothing, pays arrears 
of rent, and in many other ways comforts 
needy ex-Service men and their families. 
Last year the Dublin office dealt with 
5.565 cases. Unhappily, its financial con- 
dition is parlous. It is spending £1,400 
a year out of capital, of which only some 
£1,500 remains. Major-General Sir 
Bertram Boyce, who spoke at yesterday’s 
meeting, promised an annual grant of 
£250, from the London headquarters ; but, 
unless this sum is swelled by a large 
increase of Irish subscriptions, the 
Society’s work must be crippled at a time 
of urgent need. It is a small thing to ask 
that every Irishman whose conscience owns 
a debt to Ireland's ex-Service men shall 
make some contribution to the Society’s 
funds. 
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Catterick Camp. 


In leaving Southern Ireland the British 
Army lost th®@xse of some of its best 
training grounds. Normally the Irish 
Command ‘contained two divisions, of 
which only a single infantry brigade was 
quartered in the North. Even when 
allowance was made for reduction of 
personnel, it was certain that some new 
accommodation must be found in England. 
Salisbury Plain was the only existing area 
available for troop exercises on a large 
scale. For the new military centre choice 
fell on Catterick, in Yorkshire, the site of 
one of the big war-time encampments. 
Changes now are being made there which 
will convert the place into a second Alder- 
shot. The general aspect of the eamp is 
remembered by many thousands of Irish 
officers and men who served in the Army 
during the Great War; for, besides the 
battalions which went through ordinary 
infantry training there, large numbers of 
men were sent to it from other camps for 
special courses in signalling. The tem- 
porary hutments, then familiar, are being 
replaced by permanent buildings at a 
cost, with incidental: works, of £350,000. 
Two further stages of reconstruction, each 
to cost about the same amount, are com- 
prised in the scheme. In all, the cost of 
establishing the centre will be about a 
million and a half, over and above the 
like amount spent on the camp during the 
war. To Catterick, as a permanent 
station, will be assigned two brigades of 
infantry, two brigades of artillery, a tank. 
battalioh and auxiliaries. In addition, 
various special schools of instruction will 
be located there, and “in the training 
season the. force in the area will be 
aigmented by  froops., Áént up for 
marféuvres. The Ca “as a whole, 
will cover more than twelve square miles. 


Catterick twas not a populat camp. with 
troops who were in training there during 
the war; for the bleakness of the situa- 
tion depressed men fresh from milder dis- 
tricts and the sheltered.life.of.towns, and 
it lay far from centres where amusements 
might be found. In its developed state it 
will be more comfortable, and communica- 
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tion with the outside world will be easier.

Snowdrifts have rendered the roads: im- 
passable in the Scottish highlands. Ir 
the shipyards at Newcastle outdoor work 
was, for a time, abandoned. In portions 
of Ireland the snow lay four inches deep, 
and farmers have been compelled to take 
stock from the fields, owing to the cold. 
The sowing of spring crops has been de- 
layed; the icy winds have stripped trees 
in blossom and have damaged fruit crops.

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BUDGET BILL RECEIVES FIRST 
READING. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The first’ item of business this afternoon 
was the presentation by Colonel Freemantle 
of a petition signed by leading members of 
the Medical Profession, including 1,497 names 
of. medical members of universities and 
medical schools attached to hospitals, praying 
that the House should not support any Bill 
which had for its object further restrictions 
upon experimental work on dogs, and asking 
that further experiments should be permitted 
on stray and unowned dogs taken up by the 
police. , 

The Chancellor oí the Excheguer said that 
it would be impossible to adopt a suggestion 
to allow a drawback of the amoant of the 
new duty on all loose tobacco sold» below 
8d. an ounce; and that the Treasury was 
not. prepared to consider the application of 
the McKenna Duties to all pneumatic tyres 
in addition to those specified in. Mr. 
Churchill's Budget proposals. 

DUTY ON POTTERY. 

Interest in the debate on the Budget re- 
solutions has been somewhat increased bv 
the production of exhibits, Last might it 
was cigarettes; this evening. it was plates 
and other forms of pottery which are the 
subject of new duties. 

Mr.. Percy Harris, in moving that the duty 
should not exceed the 33 1-5 per cent. 
ad valorem imposed under the Safeguarding 
Acts, illustrated his arguments by showing 
the House several examples of vitrified pot- 
tery, while the President of the Board of 
Trade had provided himself with a cup. The 
absence of mugs was the subject of comment 
by a Labour member, who was told by Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Lister that he expected the 
Opposition ‘to provide them: 

Sir John Simon declared that of all the 
taxes in the Budget this one had the least 
justification. It was a crue] and an odious 
tax, which deliberately placed the heaviest 
burden on the poorest person. 

NOT FOR THE DOCK, 

The President of the Board, of Trade 
pointed out that upon a number of articles 
the ad valorem duty would be even higher 
than that contained in the present proposal. 

Mr. Lees-Smith began his speech with a 
reference to the little temper and excitement 
and miserable theatricals of the President of 
the Board of Trade, who, he added, had 
made no serious attempt to answer the argu- 
ments against the duty. 

Mr. Remer accused the Labour Party of 
being in favour of the importation of cheap 
china from Czecho-Slovakia and Germany, 
and driving the people of the country to the 
unemployment exchanges. 

Captain Wedgwood, who represents a 
pottery district, felt himself bound to vote 
against the duty, thongh he admitted that 
it would mean a little more profit to the 
manufacturers and a little more employment 
in North Staffordshire, His objection was 
that no trade had a right to prosper at the 
expense of the community. Ue described the 
duty as ‘‘ Conservatism run mad.” 

The amendment, on. a division, wag re- 
jected by 242 votes to 142. and the resolu- 
tion was passed, 

THE ROAD FUND, 

The proposal of the Chancellor te apply 
the surplus of the Road Fund to revenue 
purposes was hotly attacked by Mr. Snowden, 
who moved an amendment to limit the 
amount taken from this source to a quarter 
of the surpius. He declared that not 50 
per cent of the roads were suitable for motor 
traffic. We might well spend one hundred 
millions. on the roads next year, and the 
money would be well expended. The needs 
of the roads were growing more rapidly than 
the vield of the motor taxes, yet the Chan- 
cellor in his financial embarrassment was 
taking the accumulated moneys from a fund 
which was cStablished for a definite and 
specific purpose. 

Major Carver, the Conservative member 
for Howdenshire, made a maiden speech, in 
which he uttered what he called a mild pro- 
test against the annexation of the Road 


Fund. 
CHANCELLOR'S REPLY.

MASTERS 
STOLEN. 


MOSCOW ARTGALLE rf 'S

MOSCOW, Thursday. 

Five extremely valuable pictures, known 
the world over, have been stolen from the 
Moscow Art Museum. The paintings are: 
“Christ,” by Rembrandt ; “Ecce Homo,” 
by Titian ; ‘The Holy Family,’’ by Cór-. 
reggio; “Saint John,” by the Italian 
painter, Carlo Dolce, and “The Tortured 
Christ,” by Paysano. 

The thief cut out the princpal parts 
of the pictures by Titian and Rembrandt 
from their frames, and the famous back-: 
ground of Rembrandt's painting has been 


spoiled. 


The stolen pictures are examples of the 
best work of the five artists. Carlo Dolce, 
a Florentine, was a mystic painter, most 
of whose works are of a melancholy, but 
noble, character. Rembrandt, in oppo- 
sition to the school of Carlo Dolce and 
others, gave his portraits of the Christ 
an almost exaggerated and fierce realism. 

In regard to the painting, “Ecce 
Homo,’ by Titian, four pictures are 
known to be in existence dealing with this 
subject. One is at Chantilly, one at 
Madrid. one at. Vienna, and another was 
at the Hermitage at St. Petersburg. Evi- 
dently the example at St. Petersburg was 
transferred to Moscow after the revolution.

DINNER TABLE TALKS 
REPORTED.

An elaborate, system of espionage, so 
complete that.even the seating plans of 


neatly filed for. future’ reference, was 
among the piquant revelations made at 
Marshal ng Tso-lin’s headquarters this 
morning, / when foreign correspondents 
were enabled -to inspect translations and 
photog s of some of the documents 
alleged to have been seized by the Chinese 
police during the raid, on April 6th, on 
premises within the Soviet Embassy com- 
pound.’ | 

DINNER TABLE TALK. 

There are sheets of matter alleged to be 
verbatim reports of dinner table conversa- 
tions, and lists which are said to contain 
the names of all persons calling on the 
various Legations, together with descrip- 
tions of the status of the visitor, and 
often a full report of the conversations 
with the official on whom he called. 

What are said to be the means whereby 
this information was obtained are dis- 
| closed in a document, headed “ Instruc- 
tions for the hiring of spies at the Lega- 
tions of Japan, England and America.’’ 

The instructions stipulate that spies so 
employed must be unaware that they are 
working for the Soviet Embassy. “ You 
must make him believe that he works for 
a certain. political party, in China.”’ 


CONFIDENTIAL DOCUMENTS. 

It is laid down that the spies must 
“find out the people in charge of the 
secret military detective work in the Lega- 
tions, and Sino-foreign spies in the Lega- 
tion employ. They must find out where 
secret documents and confidential corre- 
spondence are kept, and find ways and 
means to steal or copy some of them.” 
For this work a special premium is pro- 
mised, in addition to the regular salary. 

Another document shown to the cor- 
respondents purported to be an agree- 
ment signed by one-.of the Chinese 
arrested in the raid, under which it was 
arranged that be should receive 40 dollars 
per month for securing spies in the 
Japanese, British and United States Lega- 
tions, and an additional premium of 50 
dollars in respect of each of his nominees 
proving useful. 

One of the most interesting documents 
produced related to a resolution alleged 
to have been passed at the seventh plenary 
session of the Executive Committee of the 
International Communist Party at Moscow. 
The date has been burnt off, but 
certain indications appeared to show 
that it was drafted last January. 
The alleged resolution deals with 
the “ Bolshevisation ' of China, with par- 
ticular regard to the organisation of 
the peasantry, concerning which it urges 
Chinese Communists to use all peasant 
organisations, such as the “Red Spears” 
(Guerrillas) of Honan, and establish in- 
fluence over them. The document points 
out that the Chinese revolution is one ol 
the most important and powerful factors 
in. disturbing the stabilisation of 
capitalism. 

“During the last two years,” 
document,: ‘Imperialism has suffered con- 
siderable defeats in China, the result of 
which will produce a considerable in- 
fluence on the exaggeration of the crisis 
in world capitalism.” 


LIST OF MUNITIONS. 

There is also what purports to be a 
list of munitions delivered to the First 
Kuominchun (Chinese Revolutionary 
Army), which included flame-throwers, 
chemical shells, gas masks, and six aero- 
planes, as well as receipts by General 
Feng Yu-hsiang in respect of cash pay-

GENERAL FOUND. 

“COSTLY NEW AND. 
REPAIR. WORK. 


—_p 


The Comptroller and “Auditor-General 
of the Irish Free State, in his report on 
the. Appropriation Accounts. for Public 
Services for 1925-1926, sets out the result 
of a test examination of the. accounts of 
the Post Office Repait Factory. “The cost 
of articles manufactured during 1925-26 
was £13,557, and the cost of repair work 
was £30,740. The cost of several groups 
of works was found to be high, compared 
with the price at which the repaired 
articles might be replaced by new articles. 
In’ several groups, for example, the ex- 
penditure on repair varied between 75 
per cent. and 96 per cent. of the costs 
of replacement by new articles, and. in 
some individual repair jobs the cost oi 


repair exceeded the replacement. value. 


Moreover, the cost of manufacture of new 
articles frequently exceeded the factory 
estimate or the price at which these 
articles could be obtained in the open 
market. 

Telephone cabinets, which could have 
been obtained for about £23 each, for 
example, cost nearly twice that figure 
when made in the factory; cycles which 
could be purchased new for £8 10s. each 
cost £8 2s. to repair; a van purchased 
for £10 was broken up with the object of 
using the serviceable parts. The work of 
breaking up cost £30, and the parts re- 
covered were found to be almost value- 
less. Many other instances of high 
charges for repairs and manufacture were 
revealed in the examination of the factory 
accounts. : ’ i 


WHY THE OUTPUT WAS LOW. 

The Accounting Officer, in reply to Mr. 
McGrath's inquiries, informed -him. that, 
as the factory was only recently estab- 
lished, much of the work carried out, was 
of an experimental nature; that many of 
the staff were not fully trained, and that 
consequently the output was low; that 
dislocation. arose -through. changes. .of 
management, and that the preparation of 
détailed estimates of cost was not always 
practicable. 

The factory, Mr. McGrath mentions, 
has now been organised on a new basis ; 
the manufacture of articles which could be 
purchased cheaper outside has been aban- 
doned ; a better system of estimating for 
manufacture:and repair is in forre, and 
staffs: unsuitable or in excess of actual 
requirement have been discharged. From 
a. recent examination he anticipates that 
the cost, both of manufactured articles 
and of repair work, will be more satis 
factory in the future. . 


CLOTH FOR THE ARMY. 

In his review of the Army account, he 
cOmments on a charge of £9,236 for cloth 
intended for the manufacture of uniforms 
for a reserve force.

SECRET PENSIONS. 

In his reference to the account for Army 
pensions, Mr. McGrath makes note of the 
fact that the Public Accounts Committee 
decided that the Defence Department was 
justified in withholding from his audit the 
data on which the grant of certain 
pensions was awarded.

HOPES. NOT “REALISED. 


In an editorial article upon the session 
of the Preparatory Commission for a pro- 
posed conference on the limitation of 
armaments, which: has just concluded at 
Geneva, The Times. observes:—The hopes 
cherished by many of the promoters of 
these. discussions, that they would lead 
this time to agreement “én a draft pro- 
gramme or convéntion, and that the way 
would thus be clearéd for a decisive con- 
ference in the near future, have not. after 
all been realised, Agreement was revealed 
ox produced on certain points; on others 
the persistence of divergent views was 
made very plain, The discussions will: be 
resumed towatds the end of the year, but 
the goal of an international. conference 
that will perceptibly reduce the burden of 
armaments remains elusive. Does this 
necessarily mean that the endeavour has 
failed? Must it, therefore, be assumed. 
that the whole idea of limiting armaments 
by agreement is altégether Utopian ? 

It certainly requires an effort to turn 
from the actual events of these’ uneasy 
days to the contemplation of schemes de- 
signed to render war almost impossible. 
Tt is still much easief to believe in the 
possibility of war and to fear its risks 
than to rmagine a world in which there 
would never be a great. clash of armies. 
Yet the last war did leave a very profound 
séntiment in the peoples. who were engaged 
in it. The -rapi¥ progress of technical 
civilisation has made war far more destruc- 
tive than it ever was in all the 
millenniums during which if has been 
practised by mankind. Another great war 
and there would be little left of all the 
arts, amenities, and restraints by which 
barbarism has been slowly overcome; and 
a strong feeling persists that something 
must be done in the years of disillusion.

A CENSUS OF PRODUCTION 
REVELATION. 


In the vear 1924 there were available 
for every person in Great Britain six new 
pairs of stockings or hose, two new gar-. 
ments of underwear, and one new pull- 
over, or cardigan, or other fancy garment, 
This surprising calculation has been 
arrived at as the result of the third census 
of production in the hosiery trade. The 
total quantities available for consumption 
in the United Kingdom were :— 

Stockings and socks, 22,735,000 dozen 
pairs. 

Underwear, 7,481.000.. dozen. 

Fancy hosiery, 5,611,000 dozen. 

The preliminary report in the Board of 
Trade Journal states that the value of 
the output of the hosiery trade in Great 
Britain during 1924 was nearly five times 
that of 1907.

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| REMEMBER THE POOR. 
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WORK OF THE ROOMKEEPERS’ 
SOCIETY. 

‘The report which was read at the annual 
general meeting of the Sick and Indigent 
Roomkeepeys’ Society at 2 Palade street, 
Dublin, vesterday, showed that 8,719 poor 
families were assisted nd £5,854 distributed, 
This was a large increase as compared with 
the previous year’s figures, and the bank 
overdraft now stood at £4,955. The increase 
was attributed to the coa! strike generally. 
Prior to the inauguration of the various fuel 
relief schemes, the plight of the poor, and 
particularly of the aged “poor, was grave. 
In this connection. the Committee desired 
to acknowledge the admirable and successful 
charitable effort made by the Jrish Times to 
cope with the serious situation. 

‘he Committee welcomed the setting up 
of the Poor Law Commission, before which 
the Society produced evidence of the plight 
of many deserving families, and it trusted 
that the Commission’s findings would result 
in in@reased State assistance in certain cases, 
such as poor widows left with the burden of 
supporting families ef young children. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The Chairman (Mr. L. O'Neill), moving the 
adoption of the report, referred to the need 
of stemming the tide of unemployment.

Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of an arranging debtor, Mr. Ambrose Aliaga 
Kelly, wine merchant (trading as Thomas 
William, and John Kelly), of Westmorelan 
street, Dublin, —— with costs his ap- 
peal from a decision of Mr. Justice Johnston, 
on the 10th of December last, refusing his 
application for an order restraining the 
Under-Sheriff for the County of the City of 
Dublin until further order from ding 
by means of process, under Section 7 of the 
Finance Act, 1923, or otherwise, upon the 
chattels of the applicant, who had previously 
obtained protection of the Court, or other- 
wise upon the chattels of the applicant to 
levy moneys assessed for income tax upon 
him. 

It appeared that on the 24th of November, 
1926, the debtor, and appellant, obtained 
the protection of the Court, and subsequently 
the Revenue Commissioners issued certificates 
under the provisions of the Finance Act, 
1923, for income tax, amounting to 
£1,268 19s. 4d., and put the Sub-Sheriff into 
possession of the assets of the arranging 
debtor; and they also advertised for sale 
by auction, on the 15th December, the en- 
tire stock in trade, fittings, and fixtures 1 
his business premises. On the 14th Decem- 
ber an order was made by the Supreme 
Court restraining the Sub-Sheriff from pro- 
ceeding with the sale, pending the hearing 
of thé appeal, and directing that in the 
meantime the Official Assignee should enter 
into possession and carry on the business, 
without prejudice to any of the parties con- 
cerned. 

It, was stated that Mr. Kelly estimated the 
value of all his premises in Westmoreland 
street and Lower Gardiner street at £7,775 ; 
that he, held stock on hands which he 
valued at £13,487 17s, 11d., some in store 
and some in bond. He also estimated sundry 
debts due to him at £8,757 odd, which he 
believed would realise £8,500 at least. 

The question of law involved in. the ap- 
peal was whether Section 7 of the Finance 
Act, 1923, empowered the collectors of in- 
come tax to issue a certificate upon which 
an Under-Sheriff could proceed to levy in 
respect of a debt due for income tax, al- 
though it might have the effect of defeating 
the provisions of the Bankruptcy Act, not- 
withstanding any order of protection made 
by the Court, and depriving other preferen- 
tial creditors of their rights.

Edward Duffy, County: Surveyor, gave,

BANKRUPT’S INCOME TAX.

AN IMPORTANT :POINT OF LAW. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
Arguments were concluded in the matter 
of P. J. Quinlan, a bankrupt, which came 
hefore the Court last Tuesday on a motion 
on behalf of the Revente Commissioners, 
who applied for an order declaring that the 
assessments on the bankrupt for meome tax 
were conclusive and binding on the assignees, 
and that they might be admitted as creditors 

for the amount of the assessments. 

At a sitting before the Chief Registrar on 
the 9th of last March, for the proof and 
admission of debts, the Inland Revenue Com- 
missioners. who had made a claim to Le 
admitted as creditors for the amount of 
certain assessments for income tax on the 
bankrupt, not appealed against by him, con- 
tended that the assessments were final and 
binding on ali parties, and could not now be 
questioned by any party, The assignees sub- 
mitted that the assessments were not binding 
as against them, and the question now was 
whether or not the Court was entitled to go 
behind the assessment. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., and Mr. ‘Lavery (in- 
structed by Mr. B. Collins) appeared for the 
Revenue Commissioners; and Mr. Blood, 
K.C.. and Mr. Gatan Doffy linstrpcted by 
Messrs, Scallan and Co) for the assignees. 

Mr. Blood, resuming his argument, em- 
phasised the power given to the officers who 
administer the procedure of the Court as to 
claims for debts by the bankruptcy rules and 
8: to the mode of treatment of a claim for a 
yreferentiai debt, and said that in the group 
of rules dealing with claims to preferential 
debt the official assignee was in a strong: 
pesttion to require further particulars to 
verify a preferential debt. 

Mr. Justice Johnstou--I suppose the 
particulars, Mr. McCann would say, are the 
assessments, 

Mr. MeCann—That is the whole point. 

Mr. Blood—They set out a whole series 'f 
assesaments and claim that the whole amount 
is ta be paid. Is not that a preferential debt

be in a position, if not satisfied with the debt

Mr. McCann, replying, said that to say 
that it should be left open to the Registrar 
to act as a special commissioner for the 
purpose of investigating claims of this kiad 
was a very far-reaching proposition.

as far as possible, untrammelled by any 
difficulties, and if they were going to intro- 
duce this principle he did not. know where 
it was going to stop. It seemed to him that 
if his lordship went the length that 
counsel for: the  assiznees asked him 
to go it would” really mean that 
in addition to an appeal to the Special Com- 
missioners, an appeal by way of case stated 
and an appeal to the County Court Judge. 
which were expressly provided for in the 
Income Tax Code, there was to be an addi- 
tional appeal in the case of a man who was 
dissatisfied with the result of all these deci- 
sions and made an application for a protec- 
tion order in his lordship’s court. e sub- 
mitted that the intention of the legislature 
was that once an assessment had been made 
and not appealed against, it must be regarded 
as final and conelusive against the whole 
world. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that as the case 
was one of very considerable general import. 
ance, he thought it right to hold over his 
judgment.

DAMAGES AGAINST GARAGE 


PROPRIETOR. , 
(BEFORE MR. COMMISSIONER LYNCH AND 
MR. COMMISSIONER SHANNON.) 

An appeal was heard from the decision of 
Assistant Circuit Judge Pigot dismissing an 
action in which Mr. Joseph Moloney, of 
Dungar, Roscrea. Co, Tipperary, sued Mr. 
Hugh O'Neill, of 40 Adelaide road, Dublin, 
garage proprietor, for £45 damages sustained 
y him owing to the negligence of the 
defendant in the driving of a motor lorry 
near Mountrath on the 30th October, 1925. 
A cow, the property of the plaint.ti, was 
being driven along the road when the animal 
was run down by a-motor lorry owned by the 
defendant, which was conveying a party fem 
the Tralee races. It was dark at the time. 
The cow was killed. A Civie Guard gave 
evidence that the lorry was being driven at 
40 miles an hour about three-fourths of a 
mile from the scene of the accident. 

The defendant’s case was that the lorry 
had slowed down before it came to the cow, 
that the animal suddenly jumped out from 
the path in front of the lorry, that the driver 
putting on his brakes saddenly caused an 
axle to snap, as a result of which he could 
not avoid striking the “cow. 

Mr. Commissioner Lynch, in giving the 
decision of the’ Commissioners, held that the 
driver of the lorry was guilty of antecedent 
negligence in not having placed himself in a 
position to avoid causing damage as a result 
of the freak action of the cow. They reversed 
the dismiss and gave the plaintiff a decree 
for £30 with the costs of the Circuit Court 
and of the appeal. They refused an applica- 
tion on behalf of the defendant for leave to 
appeal to the Supreme Court.

IRISH CHAMPIONSHIP.

THE CHAMPION TIES WITH 


THE COURSE RECORD.

Pat O'Hare won his second Irish Cham- 
pionship yesterday at Dollymount, and at 
the same time had the distinction of tieing 
with the record for the course, which stood 
to the credit of Dr. T. W. G. Johnson, who, 
in the stroke competition which preceded the 
Irish Open Championship in 1924, holed out 
in “1. 

In writing of records far golf courses one 
is apt to forget, when the old record is of 
long standing, say, a halfdozen years or so, 
the conditions under whieh it was set up, 
and that each year finds the courses (at all 
events the first-class ones) being lengthened 
and made more and more difficult, so as to 
bring them up to modern ideas. Now, in 
alluding to O Hare's performance yesterday, 
it may be as well to add that, when Dr. 
Johnson ereated his record for the Roval 
Dublin links, it was much shorter, less diffi- 
cult in the way of bunkering, and that it 
was made in September, when the links is 
in much better condition than it could be in 
the month of April. Under the circum- 
stances it may be that the new figures will 
be accepted by the Committee of the club as 
a new record for the full course, as it was 
plaved in this championship. Indeed, it 
could not have been added to in the matter 
of length. 

In a championship, which was remarkable 
for the tall scoring, it is rather interesting 
to note that since the event was first played 
for by strokes (the vear after Michael Moran 
won the title in 1909 was the first occasion 
on which stroke play was introduced into 
the tournament) only two winners had better 
scores than O'Hare vesterday returned for 
the title. In 1010, Moran at Dollymount 
secured the honour with a total of 296, and 
last year at Malone Fairweather, after break- 
ing the record for the course, finished with 
299. That goes to show the quality of the 
new champion’s golf. All through the 
tournament he played consistently good golf, 
his rounds being 77, 76, 71, and 77—aggre- 


- 


gate ó01. 

Happily for the players and the large gal- 
lery the conditions for the concluding day 
were pleasant. The cold nip had gone out 
of the atmosphere, and the wind, thongh 
there was enough of it to provide a 
test, Bad died down. Therefore, with but 
two strokes separating O'Hare and William 
Holley, and with D, ever in the running, 
we were looking forward to a very interest- 
ing finish, But our hopes were dispelled early in 
the day when we found that Holley was not 
playing up to his recent form, and that, on 
the other hand, O’Hare was going for the 
record. 

Holley was first in with 76, and after a 
long lapse came O'Hare witb a splendid 71, 
which gave him a lead of seven over the 
Castle man. That, so far as the winning of 
the championship was concerned, about 
settled the issue; for, playing as he was, 
there is not a golfer in the world who would 
have essayed the. task of giving the Dundalk 
representative seven strokes on eighteen 
holes—not even Mr. ‘* Boh ” Jones could have 
done it. Holley had lost the championship, 
and knew it, and the result was that he 
abandoned all hope, and when he went out 
for the fourth time he eased up and took 

Then he lost the second place; for 
me of the last three to come in was Murray, 
vith a capital 73, which secured for him 
he honour of runner-up, nine strokes behind 

he champion of 1919. 

O'Hare s card makes most interesting read- 

for those who are familiar with the 
links at Dollymount. He began by losing

TOURIST TROPHY RACES. 


The entries for the T.T. Races, which are to be 
held in the Isle of Man in the week commencing 
June 13th, have now closed at single fees, but 
additional entries at double fees will be accepted 
up to May 7th. The entries received for the three 
events are slightly less than last year, totalling 
127 as against 148 in 1926. a reduction of 41. 
The Senior Race has received 55 entries as against

It is satisfactory 
to think that they have recovered from their in- 
dignation, as the entry of four machines in this 
year’s races indicates.

A COUNTY WICKLOW 
APPOINTMENT. 


IRISH FOR SUB-SANITARY 
OFFICER. 


When a communication from the Depart- 
ment was read at the meeting of the County 
Wicklow Board of Health intimating that 
only two candidates had qualified for the 
position of sub-sanitary officer and assistance 
officer, Shillelagh district, Messrs. TT. 
Murray and V. O'Byrne, the Chairman (Mr. 
Bourne) protested against Irish having been 
made one of the subjects of the examination. 
While not belittling the Government, s efforts 
for the national language, he did not think 
that it was a common-sense thing for candi- 
dates in County Wicklow for such a position 
to be required to have a knowledge of Irish. 
It was not conducive to the getting of the 
best man for the job. 

Mr. Doyle said that the position was three 
months in contemplation, and, as candidates 
had gone to schoo] teachers to study sums, 
why did they not include Irish? 

Mr. C. M. Byrne said that they had left 
the examination in the hands of the Depart- 
ment. The census revealed that a remark- 
able number of people knew Irish in Wick- 
low, and in the county town there were from 
25 to 30 gétting the Fainne yedrly. He 
believed that those two who qualified had re- 
ceived the highest marks in other subjects. 

Mr. T. Murray was appointed unanimously. 


ANTRIM COAST ROAD, 


£35,000 SCHEME TO BE 
RECONSIDERED. 

The Antrim County Council has referred 
back to the Proposals Committee, which had 
previously rejected it, the proposition .fo 
make eleven miles of new road from Cushen- 
dun to Ballycastle via Cushleake at an esti- 


mated cost of £35,200. 
The Chairman of the Council said that the 


first consideration that had influenced him.in. 


favour of. the project. was that. the Ministry 
and the Road Board had agreed to contribute 
72 per cent. of the entire outlay intidental tc 
the construction of the road.’ The scheme 
would also provide employment, and, altheugh 
it was recognised -that the amount- of labour 
available in the district weuld be infinitesimal, 
the Ministry of Labour had agreed that when 
all available labour from the exchanges was 
engaged the contractor could employ any 
other labour that he liked. He thought that 
they should pass the scheme on condition 
that the present road should be continued as 
first class and receive the 60 per cent. grant. 
By the Chairman’s casting vote the scheme 
was referred back to the Proposals Committee.
